Chief Davis is retiring 
in February. He is cur¬ 
rently running an uphill 
battle to become Cali¬ 
fornia's governor. Al¬ 
though many consider him 
a political loser, he has 
extensive financial 

resources from the politi¬ 
cal Right. Davis is fre¬ 
quently praised in Right 
Wing publications and has 
spoken before the John 
Birch Society on the 
"menace" of homosexu¬ 
ality. 

The Los Angeles Police 
Department will soon 
have a new Chief, and the 
debate continues as to 
whether he/she will be 
chosen from within or 
from without the depart¬ 
ment. Some LAPD 

staffers are predicting a 
general strike by the 
police if a person is 
chosen from outside the 
department. The in¬ 
grained racism in the- 
department which con¬ 
tributed to the Watts riots 
some years ago and the 
fervent anti-homosexu¬ 


ality that has been en¬ 
couraged by Davis will, no 
doubt, continue if one of 
Davis top men from with¬ 
in the department is 
chosen. 

In a 6-part series, the 
LOS ANGELES TIMES is 
now analyzing the prac¬ 
tices and policies of the 
LA Police Department in 
its Sunday editions. The 
revealing series may en¬ 
courage the Police Com¬ 
mission to choose a 
replacement from outside 
the department. 

The era of Ed Davis 
may be coming to an end. 
However, many will miss 
the illiterate daily quips 
by Davis, who recently 
commented on the hiring 
of Gay cops, "I can en¬ 
vision myself standing on 
the stage on graduation 
day at the police academy 

and giving a diploma to a 
four-foot eleven-inch 
transvestite moron who 
would kiss me instead of 
saluting."

Castro Attacker 
Guilty on 6 Counts 


SAN FRANCISCO - Four 
Gay victims of assault 
testified in a jury trial. 
The assailant, Gregory 
Poole, was found guilty on 
three counts of battery 
and drunkenness involving 
an incident on November 
5, 1977, and two counts of 


drunkenness and resisting 
arrest associated with a 
separate incident on 
November 18. Poole was 
found guilty of physically 
attacking people outside 
the Twin Peaks Tavern 
and at the Bank of Ameri- 
ca, located at Castro and

Market Streets, on 
November 5. After being 
released on bail, the as¬ 
sailant returned to Castro 
on November 18 and was 
arrested again. 

One of the victims of 
the November 5 incident 
took written testimony 
from those who were 
abused. He presented this 
information to the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney's office 
which assigned Atty. 
Joyce Ladar to the case. 
Ladar praised the victim 
who assisted her. And, in 
turn, the victim told 
B.A.P. that her handling 
of the case in court was 
commendable. The vic¬ 
tim; who does not wish to 
be identified in the press, 
has written to District 
Attorney Joe Freitas to 
pay tribute to Ladar's 
presentation. 

Poole, a victim ex- 

g lained, used abusive 
omophobic remarks while 
he swung at people on 
Castro. Several people 
were affronted by the in¬ 
toxicated and belligerent 
Poole, who does not live 
in the area. Poole is 
approximately 6'5", 250 

Ids. and is described as 
having "no fat, all 
muscle." 

Atty. Ladar and one of 
the victims told B.A.R. 
that Poole appears to 
have a mental problem in 
regard to feelings of hos¬ 
tility and a possible alco¬ 
holic problem. Ladar said 
that Poole will be sen¬ 
tenced on January 11 and 
that he is in need of 
therapy. 

One of the victims was 
convinced that if he had 
not persisted with the 
District Attorney's office 
that the case would never 
have come to trial. Ladar 
denies this and empha¬ 
sized that the District 
Attorney's office is 
severely understaffed. 
She stated, "The case 
would have definitely 
come to trial. I can un¬ 
derstand the victim's im¬ 
patience. There are many 
new battery cases each 
day, and we often are 
presented with an indi¬ 
vidual case only one day 
before it goes to trial." 

An official of the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney's depart¬ 
ment informed B.A.R. 
that it would keep this 
publication informed as to 
when hearings will be held 
before the Board of 
Supervisors in its new 
budget requests. Addi¬ 
tional employees will be 
required it battery cases 
are to be given proper 
attention. . . . GM

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Significant progress to¬ 
ward legal equality for 
Gay people will be made 
in the f978-1979 period. 
That is the prediction of 
Steve Badeau, California 
Gay lobbyist; Bruce 
Voeller, National Gay 
Task Force, and Paul 
Hartman, Gay Rights 
National Lobby. The opti¬ 
mistic appraisal is that 
"Gay rights" is increasing¬ 
ly seen as a "human 
rights" and "civil rights" 
issue that must be re¬ 
solved rather than as a 
"moral" issue. 

There are still those 
public officials and legis¬ 
lators who do not wish to 
be identified with the Gay 
issue because of the sig¬ 
nificant negative vote last 
year in Miami and the 
backlash" encouraged by 
the political Right and 
fundamentalist churches. 
California's Badeau be¬ 
lieves "we have lost some 


friends but we have also 
gained some new ones. 
There is more recognition 
that the inequality in 
Gay-related matters must 
be resolved as a 'human 
rights' issue." 

Badeau is not optimistic 
that the one piece of 
California "Gay legisla¬ 
tion will pass this year, 
but he is lobbying toward 
1979> when there will be 
less pressure in a non¬ 
election year. The meas¬ 
ure under consideration is 
Assembly Bill 1302 by 
Assemblyman Art Agnos. 
It would forbid discrimi¬ 
nation based on sexual 
orientation, gender, or re¬ 
fusal to grant sexual 
favors. It has passed the 
Labor Committee and will 
probably pass the Ways 
and Means Committee 
this month and be sent to 
the Assembly floor. 

AB 1302 is a broad bill

that includes feminist 
rights, so it also has the 
support of the National 
Women's Political Caucus, 
Bay Area Women's Coali¬ 
tion; and NOW. They are 
joining the Gay movement 
in the lobbying effort. 

Human Rights Advo¬ 
cates, the California 

g roup that finances 
adeau's full-time lobby¬ 
ing in Sacramento, is 
holding a Citizens' Lobby¬ 
ing Weekend in the state 
capital this weekend. It 
will include workshops on 
Sunday afternoon at 
Metropolitan Community 
Church, 2741 34th Street 
at Broadway, Sacramento. 
There will be a morning 
"visit the legislators^ 
lobbying effort on Monday 
morning plus other events. 
♦ sfc ♦ 

Voeller, NGTF Co¬ 
chair, has spent consider¬ 
able time in Washington, 
D.C., this year in meeting 
with governmental agen¬ 
cies. He states that new 
doors are being opened in 
the nation's capital in ten 
different agencies and 
that improvements, al¬ 
though minor at the start, 
will be more expansive in 
the future. 

The first national 
changes appear to be 
coming from the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons which 
will soon end its ban on 
Gay publications in feder¬ 
al prisons and permit Gay 
ministers to counsel with¬ 
in federal institutions. 
The earlier federal stand 
that publications and min¬ 
isters from the Gay com¬ 
munity would stir political 
dissent within the prisons 
has evidently been 
dropped. 

Progress is also being 
predicted by NGTF in the 
U.S. Immigration and Nat¬ 
uralization Service which 
has often refused to admit 
Gay aliens and restricted 
travel and immigration of 
Gay citizens. NGTF be¬ 
lieves that the Service is 
moving away from the 
previous concept that Gay 
people are "unfit because 

of their moral character." 

NGTF has been success¬ 
ful in making progress smd 
continues to meet with 
many Washington officials 
because of the coopera¬ 
tion from the White House 
through the office of aide 


Midge Costanza. Early in 
1977, a White House 
meeting with 14 Gay lead¬ 
ers was held and it has 
been responsible, Voeller 
states, for opening new 
doors. 

Atty. Paul Hartman, 
chair of the Gay Rights 
National Lobby, (not to'be 
confused with Pride's Paul 
Hardman) agrees with 
Voeller that there is res¬ 
ervation in the capital 
with regard to the passage 
of significant legislation 
in the immediate future, 
but he believes that per¬ 
sistence could produce a 
reversal of this attitude in 
the early 1980's. 

The current national 
legislation is HR-2998 
which would place Gay 
people under the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964. It 
was introduced by former 
representatives Bella 
Abzug and Edward Koch. 

Hartman is heading the 
GRNL effort to obtain 
100 sponsors for HR-2998 
in the House during 1978. 
He believes this is possi¬ 
ble if a national lobbying 
effort results in a more 
extensive local effort by 
Gay groups and individuals 
at the district level to 
relate to congresspersons. 

An amendment to the 
Legal Aid Assistance Bill,

which would have barred 
Gay people from receiving 
free federal legal aicf 
passed the House in 1977. 
It recently died in a joint 
House-Senate committee. 
The vote on this amend¬ 
ment more clearly indi¬ 
cated where previously 
uncommitted House mem¬ 
bers were on the Gay 
rights issue and makes the 
GRNL lobbying effort less 
difficult.

Controversy 

BOSTON - The recent ar¬ 
rest of 24 alleged "boy- 
sex-ring" participants (all 
male adults) has resulted 
in District Attorney 
Garret Byrne's establish¬ 
ment of an anonymous sex 
call-in "Hotline." The 
idea is that any citizen 
may call the widely ad¬ 
vertised number ana may 
anonymously name any 
other citizen who may be 
called a "child molester." 
The D.A. says that the 
new call-in scheme has 
been successful, although 
no new complaints have 
been filed. The so-called 
"boy-ring" hysteria has 
opened up the local Gay 
community to consider¬ 
able psychological recrim¬ 
ination for alleged acts 
that it does not condone. 

In a class action suit 
reported in Boston's Gay 
Community News, a group 
of citizens have demanded 
that the "Hotline" be dis¬ 
continued because it "only 
serves to create a climate 
of hysteria that casts 
needless suspicion upon all 
men, whatever their 
sexual persuasion, who 
work witn or are associ¬ 
ated with youth." The 
"Hotline" has been inun¬ 
dated with calls but no 
new indictments have 
resulted. The D.A. has 
said that the arrest of the 
24 was just "the tip of the 
iceberg which the 
Boston/Boise Committee, 
which filed the action, 
claims has contributed to 
the current homophobia 
here. The committee 
states that the D.A. is 
attempting to perpetuate 
the myth that homosexu¬ 
als are child molesters. 


The latest appeal is be¬ 
fore the 7tn (federal) 
Circuit Court, but Batt 
has been waiting six 
months for Judge Robert 
Warren to scnedule a 
hearing. His attorney, 
David Walther, states that 
Batt has "the cleanest 
case anyone has come up 
with anywhere;" and Batt 
contends, "The outcome 
of my case may very well 
affect us all. 1 feel that 
this is the job discrimina¬ 
tion case the Gay commu¬ 
nity nationwide has been 
looking for." 

Gay Teacher, 
“Fit To Teach?” 

HACKENSACK, N.J. 
John Gish, former presi¬ 
dent of Gay Activist Alli¬ 
ance of New Jersey, is 
undergoing psychiatric 
tests to determine if he is 
"fit" to teach English 
here. The educator was 
removed from his high 
school teaching position in 
1972 and placed in an ad¬ 
ministrative job after he 
publicly advocated Gay 
rights. The U.S. Supreme 
Court recently refused to 
hear his appeal. The 
tests, which Gish is taking 
willingly, were ordered by 
the local school board. 

Gish, 40, demands to 
choose his own psychi¬ 
atrist while the board 
attorney insists on choos¬ 
ing the doctor. This has 
started another series of 
court actions . . . The 
board attorney said that 
Gish's association with 
students "who have sexual 
identity problems could 
have adverse psycholog¬ 
ical consequences."

Local activists 
took the 4-H Congress 
invitation to Bryant as an 
act of hostility since 
Bryant is closely associ¬ 
ated with the denial of 
Gay rights.

Queen has been joked 
about by almost every 
stand-up comic in the 
nation and now is satir¬ 
ized in an underground 
comic book, "Howard, The 
Duck." In the newest 
"Howard" edition. SOOFI 
(Save Our Otf-Spring 
From Indecency) is headed 
by a woman who pro¬ 
claims, "We oppose im¬ 
morality, not immoral 
people. Kill - with 
compassion . . . The Al¬ 
mighty appeared to me on 
Miami Beach and instruct¬ 
ed me to carry the pre¬ 
vailing standards of Dade 
County to the whole 
world/' 

In the strip, luckless 
Howard is captured - in 
order to be saved from 
himself - and placed in a 
Blanditron machine (which 
converts people into pure, 
upstanding citizens). 

Somehow Howard emerges 
unscathed and unsaved. 
When he exits, Anita 
shrugs, "Well, a day with¬ 
out imposing my morality 
on someone else is like a 
day without - well, you 
know!"

Actor Paul Newman, a 
lifetime drinker of Coors 
beer, has switched to Bud¬ 
weiser because "all the 
good things about Coors 
are simply outweighed by 
the company's violations 
of people's privacy and 
rights." 

The actor is quoted in a 
TIME (Dec. 2b) article 
that calls attention to the 
100 Gay bars in San Fran¬ 
cisco which are boycott¬ 
ing the beer . . . Even 
Denver appears to be 
turning against Coors, 
which is brewed only 10 
miles away, according to 
TIME. At a recent foot¬ 
ball game at Denver's 
Mile High Stadium, fans 
booed when a Coors 
balloon was floated into 
the air. 

The article emphasizes 
that the 10-montn strike 
at the brewery is not over 
ages "but the right of 
privacy." It states that 
women's groups, 

Chicanos, homosexuals 
and civil libertarians . . . 
are particularly upset by 
the firm's practice of 
using lie detector tests to 


probe into the lives of job 
applicants and claim tnat 
Coors discriminates 

against minorities." TIME 
says that affidavits col¬ 
lected by the union claim 
that employees have been 
asked questions such as: 
What are your sex prefer -1 
ences? How often do you) 
change your underwear? 
Are you a homosexual? 

Indignation, according 
to TIME, has accelerated 
over tne conservative 
politics of two of Coors 
major owners ? William and 
Joseph. Their support of 
the John Birch Society 
and the anti-Equal Rights 
Amendment forces plus 
charges of racial discrimi¬ 
nation have contributed to 
the union boycott, TIME 
states.

"Homosexuality is an 
abomination to God," ac¬ 
cording to singer Pat 
Boone m a recent issue of 
CHRISTIAN LIFE maga¬ 
zine. The entertainer 
wrote a book directed to 
homosexual "sinners" 

some years ago and re¬ 
cently produced a syndi¬ 
cated. TV special, "Child 
Abuse," which gives the 
impression that Gay 
people are the primary 
child molestors. 

In his latest proclama¬ 
tion, Boone writes that if 
"homosexuals are treated 
as an accepted minority, 
others. such as sado- 
masochists, child abusers, 
exhibitionists, and peeping 
toms, will also want equal 
rights." 

The attack is directed 
at Los Angeles Mayor 
Tom Bradley, who nas 
been openly supportive of 
Gay rights. He addresses 
Bradley: "Isn't it remark¬ 
able that in America, 
which purports to be a 
'Christian nation.' no poli¬ 
tician on any level can 
hope to be elected or stay 
in office without actively- 
courting the homosexual 
vote? The media are 
championing the cause of 
the homosexual. Although 
abuses, prejudice and lack 
of compassion exist in this 
area, as in most others, 
homosexuality is not a 
civil rights problem." 

Boone denies that 
homosexuals are discrimi¬ 
nated against - unless 
they "come out." Taking 
the same stand as another 
re-born Christian, Anita 
Bryant, he believes that 
Gay people should stay in 
the closet. He concludes 
that politicians such as 
Bradley should "take a 
compassionate but non¬ 
approving stand because 
tne majority of Ameri¬ 
cans, when faced by the 
issue, is going to recoil 
against homosexuality and 
its supporters." 

Wichita! 

The New Miami? 

WICHITA - Vigorous at¬ 
tempts are being made 
here by Gay activists to 
prevent a referendum 
such as the one in Miami. 
It appears that this "Bible 
Beltr city's anti-Gay 
forces have garnered 
enough signatures to place 
a referendum on the bal¬ 
lot in November which 
would void the city's law 
extending equality in 
housing, employment and 
public accommodations to 
Gay people. 


Gay leaders here have 
already been successful in 
voiding the first petition¬ 
ing effort to qualify the 
measure on a technicality. 
The second effort, how¬ 
ever, appears to have pro¬ 
duced enough signatures. 
Challenges are being 
made to individual signa¬ 
tures in a tedious process 
that will take weeks. 
Gays are also attempting 
to invalidate the second 
petitioning effort by 
claiming m court that the 

P etitions called attention 
o an "ordinance" instead 
of what the original 
action was - an amend¬ 
ment to a city code. 

Opponents, according to 
Gay Community News of 
Boston, include many 
fundamentalist Christian 
groups as well as Wichita 
Catholic Diocese Bishop 
David Maloney. Maloney 
is quoted by writer Neil 
Miller as stating that 
"prayers and active 
works" are needed to re¬ 
peal the Gay rights 
measure. 

The possibility of a re¬ 
peal is even greater, it 
appears, than in Miami. 
Jesse Rice, director of 
the city's Civil Rights 
Office, believes that 
"people around here tend 
to Be ultra-conservative 
and resist anything that 
might bring about 
change." 

Advocate Honors, 
Praises Milk 

Supervisor-elect Harvey 
Milk will be toasted after 
his inauguration on Janu¬ 
ary 9 at three San Fran¬ 
cisco discos - Alfie's, 
Bones and the I-Beam - by 
David Goodstein, publish¬ 
er of the ADTOCATE. 
The celebration includes 
complimentary refresh¬ 
ments with "No-Host" 
bars and will be from 
10pm to lam. The ADVO¬ 
CATE has run full-page 
advertisements to an¬ 
nounce the event in many 
California Gay publica¬ 
tions (the December 22 
issue of B.A.R.). 

Milk is agreeable to the 
"let's all unite" handshake 
offered by Goodstein, who 
did not support him during 
the campaign. 

The ADVOCATE fea¬ 
tures Milk on its current 
cover; and Goodstein 
writes in his Opening 
Space, "His election has 
national interest because 
San Francisco is a center 
of the Gay community and 
is watched closely by the 
rest of the country to see 


whether he will cause it 
to drop into the bay . . . 
We wish him well!" In a 
reference to the January 
9 celebrations, Goodstein 
concludes, "We sincerely 
hope you will join us on 
this occasion. Harvey and 
I will be there together. 
Look for us!" 

KKK: 

Execute Gays 

The Ku Klux Klan has 
been playing a call-in tape 
in California which states 
that "the KKK is not em ¬ 
barrassed to admit that 
we endorse and seek the 
execution of all homo¬ 
sexuals." The racist and 
anti-Semitic group uses 
its tape to attack the 
United Church of Christ 
"which ordained a male 
preaching queer five years 
ago." (That was former 
San Franciscan Rev. Bill 
Johnson.) 

In California the taped 
message originates in 
Pasadena and includes this 
admonition: "The law of 
God states the death pen¬ 
alty for homosexuals, and 
when God's laws are again 
enforced the death pen¬ 
alty is what it will be. 

National KKK officials 
have offered to protect 
Anita Bryant at her public 
appearances. KKK mem 
bers appeared in white 
sheets to "defend" Bryant 
from Gay activists when 
she appeared in Hunting- 
ton, West Virginia. 

While the KKK defends 
Bryant, a "Gay" division 
of the National Socialist 
Party (Nazi) is again 
soliciting supporters in 
Hollywood Gay bars. 

Catholic 
Theologians 
Challenge Rome 
on Gay Issue

In response to Rome's 
silencing of Jesuit John 
McNeill, 12 well-known 
Catholic theologians have 
charged the Vatican's doc¬ 
trinal congregation with a 
flagrant disregard of due 
process in prohibiting 
McNeill from speaking on 
sexual ethics. 

Of the twelve theolo¬ 
gians, eight are either 
priests or nuns teaching in 
U.S. Catholic ceffi&ges. 

In early 1977 McNeill 
published a book, "The 
Church and the Homo¬ 
sexual," with Rome's 
blessing. The book was 
well received and became 
a best seller. Naturally, 
McNeill was invited to 
talk shows, to lecture, to 
serve on panels. Last fall 
the Church ordered 
McNeill to stop all public 
appearances under pain of 
sin. McNeill complied. 

A statement issued by 
the 12 theologians says, 
"If anything, the Church is 
called upon to surpass the 
measure of justice avail¬ 
able in civil society." In 
the case of Father John 
McNeill, they comment, 
the standard norms of 
justice have been "ig¬ 
nored."

Nun Educator 
Believes Catholic 
Attitude Changing 

Sister Margaret Farley, 
an associate professor at 
Yale Divinity School, be¬ 
lieves that the Roman 
Catholic Church will 
begin to make a more 
careful interpretation of 
Scripture in regard to 
homosexuality which will 
lead to a change in the 
Catholic stand on Gay 
people. In a recent 
speech in Seattle, the nun 
said that ignorance is the 
problem, out that the 
public is beginning to 
recognize that sexuality is 
an expression of love and 
companionship — not just 
a means of reproduction. 

The nun believes that 
Gay people "coming out" 
is speeding the process of 
understanding by elimi¬ 
nating the fear of the 
unknown. She says, "As 
more people come out, 
the stereotypes will be 
destroyed." 

Sister Farley believes 
that "the instability 


within the Gay commu¬ 
nity" will lessen when 
society begins to accept 
homosexuality. Once the 
oppression is stopped, it 
will lessen the extreme 
manifestations politically 
and ideologically that 

have been necessary for 
people who felt they 
couldn't be heard any 
other way," she concludes. 

Looking to the future, 
the liberal nun is con¬ 
vinced that the ordination 
of Gays into the ministry 
and priesthood will some¬ 
day be a reality. She 

emphasizes that the 

Christian community 

"must develop norms for 

f uiding persons into rela- 
ionships of commitment, 
truthfulness and fidelity. 
Those norms for loving 
are the same for homo¬ 
sexuals as for heterosexu¬ 
als .. .

The Men in My Life 




The Female Line 


by Paul-Franeis Hartmann 


In pursuing my quest 
(admittedly a bit dille- 
tantish) into the lives of 
this century's extraordi¬ 
nary women, I am repeat¬ 
edly amazed how much 
there is to see when one 
opens the eyes a slit 
wider. 

A recent hour-long 
dramatization of the life 
of Margaret Sanger on 
public television blitzed 
my consciousness and 
ignorance to a lingering 
rubble. After the pro- 

f ram I wasn't sure what 
othered me more — my 
heretofore total ignorance 
of this unique female or 
how much her life, work 
and ideas contributed to 
our time and demanded 
reinvestigation a short ten 
years after her death. 

The name of Margaret 
Sanger is raised in the 
same breath as Planned 
Parenthood — "Oh, yes ; , 
one of those early suffra 
gette offshoots . . . but 
we've got the pill now 
Science has taken over 
and the militant feminists 
can fold their hands and 


fade back to their bridge 
games." When one real¬ 
izes that Sanger, in the 
1920's and 30’s, WAS that 
science — its initiator, its 
promoter, its revolution¬ 
ary -- one begins to real¬ 
ize the significance of 
this woman. 

The pill, however, is but 
the latest of mechanics, 
the tool in a much grander 
view of what the female 
might contribute to man¬ 
kind's future. Seventy- 
five years ago few people 
in our society were capa¬ 
ble of admitting that a 
woman's body was her 
own. Margaret Sanger — 
for starters -- changed 
that and opened the doors 
on topics we thought we 
discovered a mere five 
years ago with the ap- 

g earance of VIVA and MS 
reneral Electric might 
have freed the female 
from the kitchen, but it 
was Margaret Sanger who 
brought her out of the 
nursery. 

Everybody today knows 
something about Gertrude 
Stein ana Alice B. Toklas.

And for some hard-to- 
trace reasons these two 
women have carried the 
field of our imaginations 
as epitomizing the ex¬ 
patriate artistic life in 
the first four Parisian 
decades of this century. 
The monumental Miss 
Stein most assuredly was 
.the Mohammed and Mecca 
of the Lost Generation — 
and since she announced 
that her mission was to 
kill off the 19th Century, 
we have enshrined her as 
the victor in that warfare. 

Hers, however, was not 
the only trend-setting 
circle before and after 
WWI, although it was per¬ 
haps the single most 
"masculine," beginning 
with Stein herself. Its 
super-male stars: 

Picasso, Fitzgerald, Hem-| 
ingway (the raw, rugged 
ana radical; the parvenu 1 
and hard-drinking) have 
ever since had an appeal 
easily popularized. A sort 
of artistic version of the 
American western. Per¬ 
haps, too, a male-domi¬ 
nated history (that simpli¬ 
fied scheme arriving after 
the fact to justify subse¬ 
quent unjustifiables) found 
it: easier to celebrate and 
inflate their impact. The 
curators of art and liter¬ 
ary history are more com¬ 
fortable detailing to ex¬ 
haustion the Stem circle 
than threading their way 
through their more exotic, 
more precious and extrav¬ 
agant counterparts. One 
cannot picture a naked 
Mata Hari appearing at 
Gertrude's on a white 
horse harnessed with 
emeralds, or giving a 
demonstration of Java¬ 
nese dances in the nude at 
the prim 32 Rue Fleurus. 

The Stein/Toklas Parisi¬ 
an orbit was definitely 
OUT of society, yet there 
were equally pioneering 
circles within society and 
a few well above and 
beyond it. 

These were the worlds 
of the titled, the famous.; 
the elegantly scandalous, 
and the intellectually 
elite. Right Bank social 
circles, for whom what¬ 
ever curious experiments 
might be conducted in the i 
Left Bank ateliers, were! 
simply not relevant. The I 
"decadent" sentiment of ! 
the late nineteenth 
century was being trans¬ 
formed on both sides of 
the River Seine . . . the 
tempo and the goals dif¬ 
fered. 


Gertrude and Alice, they weren’t the only ones. 


As one art critic wrote 
in 1971, "It is sometimes 
hard to remember that 
the art world of Paris in 
the second decade of the 
twentieth century was not 
dominated by a single 
trend in painting." To 
which one might add liter¬ 
ature; dance, music — 
thinking 

Two extraordinary 

women — both wealthy, 
expatriate Americans; one 
from Philadelphiaj the 
other, Cincinnati 
moved easily and yet out¬ 
rageously through those 
rarified Right Bank epi- 
circles: Romaine Brooks 

and Natalie Barney. Or 
La Brooks and the woman 
who played a central role 
in her life for 50 years, 
the Amazon.

In four short months the 
USA-SF Gay Athletic 
Club has attracted 570 
men and women. As 1978 
starts off under wet skies 
in San Francisco, Gay ski¬ 
ers are flocking to the 
Sierras and the tour USA 
cabins. Volleyball, bas¬ 
ketball, football, softball 
and wrestling teams are 
working out; tennis, rac- 
quetball, squash ana bad¬ 
minton matches are 
taking place each week; 
and a dozen other sporting 
activities are underway. 

Located at 597 Castro 
Street, the USA-SF Club¬ 
house is a daily center for 
Gay sports and socializ¬ 
ing. All activities are 
supported by membership 
fees ($8 initiation, $25 
activity fee for 19f8), as 
are the rent, phone Dili, 
utilities, insurance, uni¬ 
forms, office supplies, 
etc. 

For $2.08 per month, 
each member can visit 
and use the clubhouse 7 
days a week. A monthly 
newsletter, calendar ana 
bulletin board provide 
members with up-to-date 
information. There is 
ALWAYS someone at the 
clubhouse to answer ques¬ 
tions or handle club 
matters. Free lessons are 
available from USA 
coaches in all sports, and 
our ski cabin rental is $9 
per night. 

In addition to sponsor¬ 
ing athletic activities, the 
USA has a music group, 
cards and games nights, a 
sundeck and very soon a 
color TV for members 
wishing to spend time at 
the clubhouse. 

Tickets for athletic and 
cultural events are ar¬ 
ranged periodically, as are 
hiking trips, roaa rallies 
and the showing of sports 
films.

ure in 1966. His friends 
knew his life had, in 
effect, ended several 
years before. He was 
merely marking time.

Young and good looking, 
Montgomery started out 
in the New York theater 
at fourteen in a bit part 
and steadily rose to great¬ 
er things. In 1946 he was 
brought to Hollywood to 
star with John Wayne in 
"Red River." From there 
he blazed a trail in a 
series of films including 
"An American Tragedy, 
with Elizabeth Taylor:

lies. All money connected 
with the show is currently 
tied up and only the re¬ 
ceiver can sign any 
checks. 


Nancy and Roberta 
want the current edition 
of "BBBGB" to continue 
"as a San Francisco tradi¬ 
tion" with the current 
cast, whom Silver had 
given two week notice 
closing the show Dec. 31st 
(which it did) and sup¬ 
posedly planning on 
mounting a new show 
minus most of the current 
cast, including Nancy and 
Roberta. Nancy, of 
course y had left the show 
on Nov. 23 due to an 
Equity ruling that she was 
violating her union agree¬ 
ment by performing in a 
non-union show. Roberta 
continued performing in 
the show, but her job as 
business manager was 
taken away from her by 
Silver and she was barred 
from attending auditions 
for replacements (in the 

E ast, all three supposedly 
ave made joint decisions 
regarding casting and 
material!.

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Nancy "created and wrote 
the major characters 
around which the show 
revolves." Lynn Brown, 
who replaced Nancy after 
the 23rd in the lead, was 
doing material written by 
Nancy and numbers 
chosen by and performed 
exactly as Nancy had done 
them, and Silver had an¬ 
nounced his attention of 
keeping certain numbers 
and characters in his new 
edition created by Nancy 
without her permission. 

The girls maintain that 
all three equally created 
"BBB," and they only wish 
for an accounting to date 
and to continue the origi¬ 
nal partnership. They do 
not wish to exclude Silver 
from the business, just to 
regain their original part¬ 
nership. According to 
Roberta, Silver has been 
heard to say that 
"BBBGB" has grossed over 
one million dollars a year 
since opening at Fugazi. 
Hersh maintains in the 
suit that "Silver and co¬ 
conspirators misappropri¬ 
ated in excess of $500,000 
in net profits due Roberta 
and Nancy." She also 
adds, "The problem we 
now have is, where are 
the books?!" There is also 
a matter of $1,000,000 in 
punitive damages in the 
suit. 

With this much money 
being bandied about, obvi¬ 
ously "BBB" means big 
business and great finan¬ 
cial rewards to all con¬ 
cerned. "This is a legal 
action for an accounting^' 
says Hersh; the prelimi¬ 
nary trial will take place 
on Jan. 11 to determine if 
the receiver stays with 
the show. (Obviously, 
also, Silver is stalemated 
financially until that is 
resolved, unable to go 
ahead with plans for a 
new show.) 

The bottom line is: 
Steve Silver maintains 
they (the three) did not 
contribute equally, that 
he is indeed tne producer 
with all rights inherent as 
sole owner of the show; 
Nancy and Roberta main¬ 
tain that they did indeed 
contribute as much as 
Silver and that he ex¬ 
ploited their trust and 
friendship unlawfully. 
Interestingly, it would 
seem ultimately a deci¬ 
sion of theatrical creativ¬ 
ity as to what makes a 
show successful and who 
should reap the benefits 
of such success. Certain¬ 
ly, it is an ugly dissolution 
of friendship and a case 
that would seem capable 
of dragging on for a long 
time to come. 

Thursday, Dec. 29, 
3:10 PM — And what does 
Steve Silver say to all 
this? Steve returns ray 
call and I ask him what 
he'd like to reply to all of 
the above. Keeping a low 

profile, he says, "I'll just 
say I was totally surprised 
and shocked at their 
action. I'm waiting to go 
to the courts. I don't 
want to try this case in 
the press!" 

And that's the way it 
stands to date. Stay 
tuned for further develop¬ 
ments. . .

ELEKTRA is an opera 
of brutal emotional con¬ 
frontations.

But in a drama of such 
immediate passions, the 
staging demands a care¬ 
fully orchestrated dra¬ 
matic intensity.

Liquid Protein 
Diet 

Our society places a 

f remium on slimness, and 
ad diets come ana go. 
Lately, there has been 
much publicity about us¬ 
ing predigestea liquid pro¬ 
tein in dieting. These 
diets are being prompted 
as a new way of reducing 
"without drugs." There is 
concern, however, about 
the unsupervised and un¬ 
informed use of very low 
calorie diets for losing 
weight. To date, 16 
deaths and a number of 
cases of severe illness 
have been reported to the 
Federal Food and Drug 
Administration. All the 
cases reported involved 


S eople who were on this 
iet without other nour¬ 
ishment for weeks or 
months. 

Of the 16 persons who 
died, none haa a history of 
heart disease. All died 
suddenly, without previous 
symptoms, of heart ir¬ 
regularities — either 
while on the diet or short¬ 
ly after going off it. The 
FDA believes that the 
liquid protein diet was at 
least a contributing factor 
in the deaths though 
further study is needed. 

Advertising downplays 
this diet's strenuous 
nature and fails to say 
that such a diet may be 
hazardous. While severe 
diets have some value in 
treating the very obese, 
the liquid protein diet 
should be used cautiously. 
The San Francisco Health 
Department urges dieters 
to remember the follow¬ 
ing points: 

1. Don't go on the diet on 
your own; CONSULT 
YOUR DOCTOR FIRST! 
It requires strict monitor¬ 
ing and vitamin and min¬ 
eral supplements must be 
carefully prescribed. If 
you are already taking any 
prescription drug, it s 
especially important that 
you do this. 

2. If you are elderly, have 
kidney* liver or heart 
disease or high blood pres¬ 
sure or if you are preg¬ 
nant or a nursing mother, 
do NOT go on the liquid 
protein diet. 

3. None of the liquid pro¬ 
tein diets is nutritionally 
complete; use of the diet 
alone can lead to serious 
nutritional deficiencies. 
This includes potassium 
imbalance, which can 
cause fatal heart irregu¬ 
larities; rapid drop in 
blood pressure on standing 
up or muscle weakness 
and cramps; dry skin; or 
hair loss. 
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4. Coming off the diet 
and re-introducing your 

body to solid food is a 
difficult time; follow your 
doctor's instructions.
